Just <Irt« up the rhtirs, folki Jed Perkins 
! haj the r*nnklf in his eye that he hid years 
tgo when be firsf set foof m Tevis Hit memo- 
r> u a siotebousf of the e^eflt!l connected ^iih 
ranches thf^ushout the higeesr state in the 
Union Hi» voice might be a bet lo^. But after 
veihng ar c^rtle and horses for many decades, 
t\ft wonder h# haft lost some of his power. 

"Many owners of large ranches jod itocks 
of cattle are also drovers. The life of the ranch' 
man is cooimtHiplace and routine in duties and 
labors Bui thai of the drover is ever lubieci 
to dunge^, new combinations of drcumscances 
av welJ as new act^iiam ranees and new scenery 
And there i^ tiie hope of good markets and 
Hiidden fortune. 

Let us trace the steps of the drovtr who had 
determined to drive to the Northern mirkei. 
Eariv in the year he deTermmes (o drive af*d 
uraightawiv goes into the section frnrn which 
he has decided ro hring his herd. Riding from 
one raneh to another, he contracts with the 
o**nef or his agent at fhe ranch, for the delivery 
ar 1 given place. oMialty at the corral, of a 
certain number of cattle of whatever age he 
may have decided to drive. 

Drove* are usually largely composed of whai 
are lermed "Beeves" Thar is, a «eer four years 
old or older And it matters not whether he 
weighs seven hundred pounds gross or seven 
ions gross So he ts rhe proper age, he h m 
"beef and counts one and only one And ii 
mutters noi whether be is four years or four* 
reen years old He i% "beef." And a drove 
Thereof is sivled a drove of "Beeves — '^ 

Out drovtt pays hut one price to all ranch- 
men When he ha% completed his contracts 
and wlule the ranchman is gathering the stock 
rf> nil them, the drover rides to some horse 
ranch and buys the necessary saddle horses. 
He gets up « "cawie yard" and also a wagon 
foT hauling camp supplieft. Then he secures 
the necessary number of cowboys lo aid him 
in (Mving, not forgetting to obtain a cook 
vhose duties on the road, in addition to cook- 
ing, is to drive the camp wagon and to take 
care of the usual regulation supplie^i 

When (he day fur receiving his purtii^ses 
irrivcs. the drover with his outfit of hands 
and camp ec|uipmeni, puts in an appearance at 
the designated place. All such cattle as will 
Mil the contract are received, and ofien many 
Ihat do not fill the contract are taken simply 
Mcause the cusrom ^-as to take almost e^«y- 
abiog the ranchman has gathered. The Taocit- 






mao in gathering the stoJc to Hll his contract» 
drives cogecher or "rounds up"" a large number 
of cattle of ail ages and sexes. While from six 
to ten cowboys hold the herd together, the 
ranchman with one or two asaistanti aeparates 
such as are suitable. This process ii termed 
"cutring out," 

The process of "cutting out" ig one that re- 
(juires skill and expert hurseinanship, both of 
which the experienced cowboy usually possesses 
in a high degree. Especially die lAtter, fw it 
is tnde^ a desperately bad cow pony that he 
cannot ride. To accomplifeh the greares: amount 
of labor with the least effort, two cowboys 
\^o^k together. VC'fien albecf is selected to be 
"cut- out." he is cleverlv and c^uieily maneu- 
vered to the outskirts of the round-up. When 
the opportunity nresenOs itself, the cowboya 
dash at him« and before he is aware of it, is on 
the outside of and separated from the herd. 

But no wx»oer does he discover the situation, 
than he makes a desperate effort to regain his 
comrades. Just here ia where the skill of the 
cowboy comes in handy[ While one rides be- 
side the steer, the other jrides just behind him, 
to prevent or check any sudden change of 
direction thai the exdt|a animal may choose 
ro make in his efforts t<f get back to the herd 
This he tries desperately to do, and persists 
in trying so long as there is a shadow of a 
chance to outrun his partners. Often the race 
IS close and the contest exciting. Sometimes

get back into the herd. 



But when he finds himself outrun and out- 
generafed, he will toss up his head and look 
for the comrades which had been previously 
cut out. and are being held a few hundred 
feel distant. In the beginning of the cut Out, 
a few gentle cows or forking oxen afc driven 
a short space from the [round up and held, CO 
form a nucleus to whicti those cut out gather. 
Cutting out is always done on an open, smooth 
prairie, and never done inside a corral, as a 
Northern man handles ,c»r separates hta cattle* 

When north with their hetds, a Texas driver 
always prefers the prairie to any enclosure u> 
handle his stock, For there, mounted on hit 
pony, he feels at home and knows just how 
to manaee. Besides hc[ has a fixed prejudice 
against doing anything on foot that possibly 
can be done on horsehack. Not to speak of the 
almost univenal fear Aey entertain of beinfi 
araoog their uock on £oot. Tlte>' aie juAifitd 



to fome fvtent for but a few Texas bullocks 
will heiitatc, when uicloaed alooe in a strong 
corral, to show decided belligerent feeLing», 
to fanously charge the person who dares to 
fbow himaelf on foot within the inclosure. 

OccasioniHy, while loading a herd upon c^is, 
a buUoclc will become detached from his com< 
rades< Almost invaribly, as soon as he finds 
himself alone without the ability to escape, 
he will manifest a disposition to fight anything 
or anybody that might be in sight. Ofcen coo- 
sidexable difficulty is experienced in getting 
him to any desired place. A Northern man, 
unaccustomed to handling Texan cattle, will 
often ru&h into the cofraf wherein 15 a single 
bullodc. The net reiult cui be a ripped suit 
of clothes. So he will learn the h^a way: to 
do it on a borsc. 

Those creatures cut out are held under herd 
until others are iided frotn other qu arrets. 
When finally the required number is got to- 
gether, they are taken to the corral — herded 
tn daytime and corraled at night until the day 
of delivery to the drover comes. As fast as 
the drover receives the various deiachmfnrs of 
his drove, they are by his men driven to some 
previously secured corral. When all In and 
the herd is complete then the job of road 
branding begins which, by the aid of plenty 
of help, is soon completed. 

All things being ready, a start is made but 
not Mort the drover has secured and recorded 
a bill of sale from each ranchman or his law^ 
ful agent from whom the stock was purchased. 
The bill of sale sets. forth nor only the ranch 
brands hut also the earmarks. It is necessary 
for the droved co have this for without it, iht 
officers of the law would regi|rd him as a 
thief and of course Attest him. 

Now that a start is once made, hard driving 
for the first days is the custom. For several 
reasons this is done. First, in order to get the 
stock off their accustomed range whereon they 
feel at home. And know all the country for 
they are much harder to keep under control 
when on ittinge ground. Second, it is done 
to break or accustom them to being driven. 
At the same time to tire them by hard traveling 
so they will feel at nightfall like lying down 

and resting instead of running away, as they 
would be sure to do if they were not f^tigueu. 

_ We have beard drovers s«y that they traveled 
the first tfafee of four days at a rate of twenty- 
Hve or thirty miles per day. But as soon as the 
cattle are driven ofr their usual range and got 
on to the regular trail, the distance of a day's 
drive is reduced to ten or fifteen miles each 
day. They are permitted to go out on the 
range in die mcMning early and to feed, care 
beiAg taken that they be kept heeded in tlw 
dmnoA the diover wisiiaa to go. 



■ 

They will feed along for two or three miles 
then turn into the tniJ and travel diree or 
fo«r miles. When after drinking their fill of 
water, they will lie do\^~D and rest frcHD two to 
four hours in the middle of the d^. Getting up 
from their beds they soon turn from the trail 
upon the grass and take their afternoon food 
preparatory to being rounded up for the night. 
when upon the bed ground, one or more men 
remain njth them during the silent hours of 
the night, heing relieved by regular relays 
from the camp. 

With each herd there are about two men 
to every three hundred cattle. And eadi man 
should have at least two saddle horses which 
he rides alternately. Th^ live exclusively upon 
the grass- The extra hotses not under saodle 
are called the cawie-yard, and are driven be- 
hind the camp wagon which is drawn by one 
or more yokes of oxeo. It is often a cumber- 
some rude can made with an eye for strength 
rather than beauty, and is made the recep^cle 
of the provisions and camp outfit. To drive 
a drove of cattle properly more patience than 
labor is required. 

. Many traders of modem capital do a profit- 
able business in Texas in getting together herds 
ready for the trail Then selling them to some 
regular drover. Quite a number of young ener- 
getic men have thus made considerable sums 
of money this way, la fact, tbcy have laid the 
foundation of their future fortunes in this 
manner. Anything could happen while en route 
ro (he North. If you want to write a western 
fiction story, use this as the background. Look 
at all the things th^t could take place. 

First, you can have Indian crouble. Tlie red- 
skins might want a big payment to go through 
gruund that they consider as their own per* 
sonat (erritorv. Or they might want to stampede 
the herd ana help themselves to the stodc in 
it. Second, you got to consider Mother Nature. 
A windstorm can raise havoc with the cattit 
Or you can find yourself in a place that's short 
of regular grass. How you going to feed ail 
those hungnr head of soxk? Ma^ it is gett- 
ing warm. You come to where the river should 
be — but no water. Tell me* how are you go- 
ing to quench their thirst? 

Sometimes trouble can start atniMig the inen 
who are with you — and then you got every- 
thing few a big conflict. Add a stampede and 
you should be able to hold vout reader. But 
I remember three times when me herd stamped- 
ed! just going wild and you haven't m chance 
if caught by theoL Maybe those days are gone 
forever. But as long as adventure and the 
West exist, you just ^e the cattle on the trail 
and head 'cm North-"
